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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The remarks submitted 1/22/2010, explaining that item DR of Simon was not an 
installation surface, but rather a reflective disk have convinced the examiner that the 
claims read over Simon (US 7,1 1 8,253 A). 

Regarding claim 21 , prior art fails to teach or make obvious a built-in lamp having 
a holder for fastening in an installation surface, a reflector extending beyond the 
installation surface, with the reflector being coupled in the region extending beyond the 
installation surface to a reflection element which extends transversely to the main 
direction of illumination and is spaced from the installation surface, the reflection 
element being arranged outside the reflector and being illuminated by light via the 
region lying between the installation surface and the reflection element so that at least a 
portion of the light impinging the reflection element is reflected directly against the 
installation surface, wherein the light is provided by at least one reflector which is made 
translucent or transparent at least sectionally in its region extending between the 
installation surface and the reflection element. 

Regarding claim 41 , prior art fails to teach or make obvious a built-in lamp having 
a holder for fastening in an installation surface, a reflector extending beyond the 
installation surface, with the reflector being coupled in the region extending beyond the 
installation surface to a reflection element which extends transversely to the main 
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direction of illumination and is spaced from the installation surface, the reflection 
element being arranged outside the reflector and being illuminated by light via the 
region lying between the installation surface and the reflection element so that at least a 
portion of the light impinging the reflection element is reflected directly against the 
installation surface, wherein the light is provided by at least one additional light 
discharge region which extends around an outer perimeter of the reflector.
